Feet and Their Remedy. 

People wear clothing as a sali: 
‘tion against the ravages of the 
weather. Many people war such 
j clothing and wear it in such a. man- 
ner, that it would be better for their 
health should they be entirely with- 
out clothing. In other words, clothing, 
to ‘be rational, should not defeat. its 
own purpose, and should not be a 
hindrance to the proper functions of 
the skin, which are perspiration and 
its evaporation, and breathing. Ex- 
halation by the skin of noxious gases 
and especially of carbon dioxid, and 
inhalation of oxigen from the air is 
constantly goiig on. But this is per- 
haps not of 86 miuch importance as 
perspiration and its evaporation. Per- 
spiration also is constantly carried on 
by the pores of the skin, though most 
of the time in an invisible manner. 
This perspiration evaporates as fast 
as it comes to the surface of the 
skin, and does not collect in drops 
of water, which can be seen by the 
naked . eye. For. this reason it is 
called invisible perspiration. Through 
its limited: breathing capacity, but 
more especially tn virtue of its count- 
less sweat glands, the skin consti-

Some months ago the editor of a Catholic paper in India was 
moved to write on the many attempts which have been made in 
recent years to invent a universal language, and suggested that 
there is a language already invented admirable for such use; 
having « foot-hold which no new invention could possibly secure 
within the next century. He suggested Latin as the world’s anl- 
versal tongue.
